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EXPORTS SHOW 
A BIG INCREASE

Depression Has Catused Decrease of 
Imports, But Not in Exports. 
Canada’s Trade Returns. 


Ottawa, March 19—The trade re- 
turns of the Dominion for the mouth 
of February and for the first eleven 
months of the current fiscal yoar 
which ends on the 2ist were issued to- 
day. The present commercial de- 
pression is reflected in’ a  continucd 
falling off of imports which began 
December last, although exports on 
the other hand show a gratifying in- 
crense, 

For the last month the imports 
amounted to $21,694,133, a decrease of 
$3,803,385 as compared with February 
of last year. Domestic exports 
amounted to $14,636,818, an increase 
of $2,015,061. Exports of foreign 
products totalled $863,677, as com- 
pared with $1,075,204 in the  corres- 
ponding mouth of 1907. 

For the eleven months of the current 
year the total trade amounted to 
$586,755,974, an increase of $30,156,704. 
The imports totalled  $828,321,353, 4 
vain of $24,798,784 and the exports 
totalled $261,654,521, a gain of $5,557,- 


920, Exports of the products of 
mines inereased about $2,400,000 ; 
agriculture, $14,700,000 and manufae- 


tures, $1,836,009. Exports of fish fell

pozed hostile attitude of the courts 
and Congress. Working men = are 
urged everywhere to bold themselves 
prepared to seek remedy at the 
polls in November should Congress 
fail to act.

FOR EIGHTY MILES 


Overland From Elk Park to Battle 
River Reserve. Big Undertak- 
’ ing for This Summer. 


Howard Douglas, formerly super- 
intendent of the National Park at 
Banff, recently appointed commission- 
er of Dominion parks, arrived in the 
city yesterday, after spending a cou 
ple of days at Fort Saskatcliewan. 
The parks inciuded in Mr, Douglass’ 
jurisdiction are the Rocky Mountain 
park, the Oval, the Glacier park re- 
serve, the Elk Island park resefve, 
the Jasper park and the new Buffalo 
park, on the Battle river, 

“The Jasper park, situated in the 
Jasper pass on the line of the G, T. 
P., is a reserve of 5,000 square miles, 
The superintendent of forestry, Mr. 
Campbell and myself ave going out 
there in the summer to report on the 
reserve,’ said Mr, Douglass. 

The Commissioner referred to. the 
announcement made by Hon, Sydney 
Fisher to the effect that qhe Whole 
of the eastens the Rocky: 
mountains was to be set aside as a 
forest reserve by the government. 

“The reason for this is,’ sajd Mr, 
Douglas, “that as the timbersda cut 
down, the snow will more eaiy melt 
on the mountains, and the water will 
come down with a rush in the spring 
in the coming years, and in the hot 
months of July and August there 
will be no moisture for these western 
provinces as there is at present,
